1 m ore th a n possible a co m m itte e of 
business men will call around, an d In­ 
vite th e passage of a vehicle ordi­ 
nance, asking t h a t the money derived 
from th is source be devoted to th e 
purchase and op eratio n of a street 
sw eeper possessed of sufficient power 
to drive away th e d irt. 
T h is was th e su b stan ce of a story 
w hich cam e to a rep o rter last night, 
an d later developm ents seem to point 
w ith a steady tiuger in t h a t direction. 
T h e a rg u m e n t In favor of th e law 
does not occupy g re a t tim e to explain 
I t Is terse and as m uch to th e point 
as th e objection of business m en to 
d u s t and dirt. 
W hen th e legislature repealed th e 
law placing a tax on voters, th e money 
being used to Im prove th e streets, th e 
city lost from Iii,GOO rn •.I.ihk) a year 
T h e a m o u n t for each individual was 
n o t large, b u t for th e city It was more 
tb a u a consideration. 
A lth o u g h not 
h alf of it had ever been paid In, and 
m any men can be found who never 
th o u g h t of It, sufficient was realized 
each year to m ake It a nice th in g . T h e 
to w n sh ip also suffered, and when th e 
m illage was decided tax es were In­ 
creased to till up th e hole. 
T h e city 
Is now taxed alm ost, lf not as m uch, 
as th e law will allow, 
lf money is 
needed for a s tre e t sw eeper it m ust be 
obtained from som e source o th er th a n 
au assessm ent upon valuations. A n tic ­ 
ip atin g such an em ergency, a special 
law was passed April 
12, IHM, w hich 
em pow ers th e city to e n a c t a vehicle 
ordinance.

T h e plan 
as glveu to a reporter is simple.

th e city, because of th e repeal of th e 
road tax, can no t spend enough money 
to keep th e stre ets clean, w hat is to 
pre v en t council from passing and e n ­ 
forcing a vehicle ord in an ce t h a t would 
bring In several th o u san d dollars a 
year, and aid m aterially rn payiug th e 
operatin g expenses of a s tre e t sweeper.

T h e result of such a move would

T h ey j 
ranged from a priv ate buggy a t *2 to a 
four horse wagon a t $12 per a n n u m 
T h e In term ed ia te rates were a whole j 
volume of Ave, e ig h t and ten dollar 
perm its. 
D airym en were included lo 
th e taxable list, paying $5 for a one 
horse wagon and $8 for one d ra w n by 
tw o horses. 
T h e whole a rg u m e n t a t 
t h a t tim e hinged on th e Justice of 
tax in g vehicles as a g a in st horses.They 
claim ed they had more vehicles th a n 
anim als, and it was u n fa ir to lax an 
article wheu It was not co n stan tly In 
use. 
A fte r a long tight, ex te n d in g 
th ro u g h several weeks, th e o rd in an ce 
was laid on th e tab le one n ig h t, and 
th e re It rem ains u n til th is day, in th e 
tru e sense of th e p a rliam e n ta ry term . 
If th e exponents of clean stre ets push 
th e m a tte r so far as to have It tak en 


up again It will be passed or laid aw av 
for a few years more. 
T h e city would 
undoubtedly realize more from a tax of 
th is kind th a n from th e collection of 
th e road tax. an d lf th e money 
was 
added to w h a t Commissioner W elsh is 
allowed for th e year th e stre ets could 
be k ept dean. 
T h e only question 
upon w hich th e m ove hangs is t h a t of 
justice Should th e ow ners of vehicles 
be taxed more t h a n thane who do not 
have th e luxury, in order th a t all m ay 
have th e benflt o f clean street*.

num ber of interview s show a vast 
difference of oplnlou on th e subject, 
those who have money Invested In c a r ­ 
riages Invariably opposing a vehicle 
ordinance. 
" T h e lioard of com m erce, lf It still 
lives, should ta k e u p t i l t s th in g of 
cleaning th e s tre e ts ," was a rem ark 
m ade by a business m an today.
